Conference on Rhodesia May Have Scored Success 


LONDON CAP) — Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson of Britain and Ian Smith of rebel, white- 
minority-ruled Rhodesia ended their seaborne 
summit conference eary today amid signs they had 
reached broad agreement on a settlement. 

Although no official word was released by 
either side, the" atmosphere at No. 10 Downing 
Street, Wition's official residence in London, was 
one of scarcely concealed elation. 


It was considered significant that Britain was 
in no hurry to tell its side of the story to newsmen 
in both London and Gibraltar, following the two* 
day confrontation aboard a Royal Navy cruiser. 

The British had planned to lo6e no time in tell¬ 
ing their version if there had been a breakdown, 
sources said. 

Smith, who a year ago led Rhodesia to a 
declaration of independence branded illegal l»y 


Britain, left the cruiser Tiger soon after midnight 
and immediately took a plane — presumably for 
Salisbury, his capital. 

Wilson remained on board the vessel over¬ 
night and was scheduled to return to London later 
today. 

It appeared the two had agreed to make no 
announcements until Smith returned home and 
reported to his cabinet.

ALBION, Mich (AP)—Two children, one 
trapped within an air pocket and the-other 
whose buoyant snowsuit floated him to the 
surface, survived a car's plunge Into an icy 
river Friday. 

The accident took the lives of their mother 
and her two other children. 

Sheriff's Sgt. Roger Dean described as 
" a miracle" the survival of Pamela Eckel- 
barger, 4, until a wrecker flipped the sub¬ 
merged car on Its side 40 minutes after ita 
plunge. 

"I'm sure she waa caught In an air pocket 
that formed inside the sinking car,” said 
Dean. 


"She had to be. Her head and shoulder* 
weren't even wet when we first spied her.” 

Pamela's brother, 15-month-old Jimmy, 
was rescued by a motorist who saw Martha 
Eckelbarger’s car skid on ice and flip over 
a bridge railing into the Kalamazoo River 
about a mile and a hair west of Albion. 

The motoriat, Wendell Bishop of Albion, 
said Jimmy's zippercd snowsuit brought him 
into sight almost immediately and be waa 
able to reach him. 

Drowned with Mrs. Eckelbarger, 24, 
were her daughter, Lois, 8, and son, Freder¬ 
ick Jr., 6. , 

Pamela and Jimmy were reported in fair 
condition Saturday at an Albion hospital.

The Burmese diplomat who has proved to be a 
patient and strenuous advocate of UN adherence to its 
basic tenets would not have been easy to replace. 

Earlier on U Thant voiced as his reasons for re¬ 
tiring from what is probably the most frustrating job 
on earth, his inability to persuade the major nation* 
to fresh approaches to the problems of world peace. 
Particularly was he disappointed over the excluiion of 
Communist China from the UN and the continuance of 
the war in Viet Nam. Presumably be attributed some 
of this to hia own lack of influence. 

The failure haa not been his. The Peking regime 
has again been denied a aeat In the UN and the con¬ 
flict in Viet Nam atiU rages. But not becauae of any 
fault to be laid at his door. It ia the power politics that 
inhabit the UN, and particularly those indulged in by 
the major powers, that have defeated h ia attem pts to 
bring about the closer rapport he recognizes aa the 
piimary goal of the organization he haa served well. 

The aaaumption must be that U Thant has secured 
pome assurance* from the major powers that his ef¬ 
fort* will not go in vain, and that there is some prom¬ 
ise of a new atmosphere being engendered which meets 
in sufficient degree the personal desires which have - 
marked his term of office. Otherwise it would seem 
likely he would have adhered to his former intention 
to retire. 

The Burmese diplomat has won acclaim as an 
ideal man for such a difficult post, a fact freshly evi¬ 
dent in the draft movement that has succeeded in 
keeping him at the UN's administrative helm. 

A Timely Comment 

F EW CANADIANS would subscribe to any move de- \ 
signed to change the present principle of having i 
the military always subordinate to the civil govern¬ 
ment It te equaby doubtful if any would support a 
policy of introducing politics into the armed force* at 
any level.

A timely comment on such a situation is made ‘ 
by Major-General H. T. Alexander, in his recently 
published book “African Tightrope.” General Alexan¬ 
der, who for two years was chief of staff of the ' 
Ghanaian army after the withdrawal of the British , 
colonial administration, says this: 

“The British argument is: ‘Keep the army out , 
of politics and politics out of the army—their loyalty 
should be the president (or Queen) and to the 
state' .* 

Later he writes: “I am sure that he (Nkrumah) 
win rue the day when he allowed politics to penetrate 
his armed forces.” 

The present chaotic situation in Ghana stands as 
an unhappy monument to those who ignored both the 
British argument and the {general's warning.

The Fourth Service 

R EFERENCE IS ALWAYS made to veterans of the 
three Canadian armed services, but letter-writers 
in the November issue of The Legjonary stress with 
valid emphasis that there were four—the fourth being 
the Merchant Navy without which the soldiers and air- 
_ _men could not have gone overseas. 

And veterans of these merchant ships—so-called 
even though some of them mounted heavier armament 
than the navy corvettes which convoyed them—do not 
receive the same DVA rights and privileges as those 
of die designated army, naval and air force. 

One former merchant gunner also points exit that 
casualties in the Merchant Navy were proportionately 
heavier than in the other services. The multiple argu¬ 
ment of these volunteer civilians on wartime duty is 
that they do not receive the recognition that is their 
due. 

One such correspondent, a Victorian, cites a 
peculiar circumstance that is difficult to reconcile. He 
has seven campaign medals—three from the 1914-18 
war and four from the 1939-45 war—plus service with 
1918-19 North Russian Expeditionary Force, yet while 
serving later for 14 years In the Canadian Naval Auxili¬ 
ary Vessels, DND, Esquimau, his personal record file 
was marked, “No War Sendee.” — . 

This meant that Jn the event of layoffs he would 
be the first to go, even though others while having 
worn a military uniform might never have been over¬ 
seas or heard an angry shot fired. 

Since merchant seamen served on different pay 
and allowance scales from those of the recognized 
military complements of the country it is probably 
difficult to equate their standing. But without a doubt 
i the wartime Merchant Navy was entitled to be de¬ 
scribed as a fourth service arm. 

And those who manned the ships on hazardous and 
o ften deadly voyaging are certainly war veterans.

FLUORIDATION 

STATEMENT OF POLICY 

“In the Intaruts of Public Welfare" 

and by reason of lh# continuing attempts by group* and Individuals lo 
promote a program of fluoridation of public water gupplies, the Chiroprac¬ 
tors' Association of British Columbia feels obliged to issue the following 
statement: 

Wi art unalterably oppoied ta th* fluarldatlo* at public watar 
supplies. 

The major point in issue la tmi th* beneficial versua the harmful effect* of fluorulalion. 

It it whether or not we are lo jiermlt our xxater aupply to become a vehicle for 
product*, used m the treatment or prevention of dlaeaae, other thin for purification. 
If ihe addition of fluoride I* permitted for dental carle*, can xve refute medication* 
for other di*ea*«w? , 

Ilunridattoa of pablle water supplier amounts to compulsory maaa mcdlcaUo*, wtthnut 
diagnosis, for a disease, deatel cartes, wWch aathoriflea agre* U aot da* to a deficiency 

of fluorine. Th# right of individual* to telect or reject lor them»elve* the type of 
health care they receive would be eliminated The large percentage of voter* who 
have rejected fluoridation would be compelled to Uie flaridated water agalnit their 
xxi she*. 

■i 

Fluoridation of public water aupplte* la a moat Inarcaral* aad Indiacrimlaate means 
nf attempting to provide protection agalnat dental cartes. Proponent* of fluoridation 
recommend a 1 daily dosage of 1.0 milligram* of fluoride. Adminiitration of this 
accurate dosage would b* Impossible through fluoridation of water supplies. 

Fluoridation of public water supplies would b« eronoaalcally wasteful. Ail water 
being fluoridated, approximately 89 r r would be loet through induitrial u*«. sprinkling 
lawns, washing atraeti, etc., only J*» would be uatd for drinking purposes, and not 
more titan fcth of thia portion xvould be consumed by children who may benefit. 

Jf Iih* been *ugge*ted that th# addition of fluorine in water it no different than tlie 
addition of chlorine in water or iodine in aailt—thia 1* nnt *o—chlorine if for purUltH- 
tion and non-iodized «alt i* available, but where could une buy nnn-fluoridated water? 

There are alternative method* whereby those xxhr> wish mny provide fluoride for 
their children. These alternative* maintain the principle* of freedom of choice, free¬ 
dom Xr<m\ waste and accuracy of doaage, none of which can be said for fluoridation. 
Fluoride tablet*, containing the recommended 1 mg. daily'dosage are available at a 
coat of approximately 9L cent* per child per year fa* $n Saskatchewan!. Fluorldi- 
could be added to selected quantities of milk, which procedure would compare with 
the existing practice of fortifying milk with Vitamin D. 

We urge jou to consider thia tuaiter seriously, and ta view of alternate method* 
axaitaiiie, strongly reject all attempt* to fluoridate public water suppj|r*.

"Sir James Douglas took that land, but he only acted 
provincially, and the Indians only recognize the federal gov¬ 
ernment,” said Chief Albany. 

“The Indians were here long before the white man. 

I am going to see that a search is made, and if Ottawa has 
no legal title to that land, then I will fight for my people's 
rights." 

He said only the Songhees had any right to decide what 
should be done with the land, and anyone wanting to buy tt 
should negotiate with them.

Garden Notes 
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First , the Surgery 


By >!. V. CHESM T 

NEGLECTED ORCHARD — A. L. 

Smanichtoa)., First, go over all the 
neglected trees and prune them, 
removing all dead wood, all rubbing or 
crossing branches, and ajjy branches or 
sub-branchra growing in across or 
toward the centre of the tree. Prune 
away any badly cankered side shoots 
and, in the case of main branches, 
chisel away the cankers right down to 
healthy wood. Shorten all branch tips by 
about two-thlrds of last year's extension 
growth. Finally, treat all pruning 
wounds with an aerosol spray of Tree 
Wound Dressing. 

-Next, • pray the trees very 
thoroughly this winter with dormant oil 
emulsion and lime sulphur, two pints of 
liquid lime sulphur plus one pint, of 
dormant oil emulsion In five gallons of 
water, choosing a calm, clear day for 
the job. This winter spray will clean up 
aphid eggs, disease spores and the 
green moss tnd lichen on the trees. 


In 'March, give the whole orchard a 
generous dressing of a balanced chemi¬ 
cal fertilizer. Ideally, each kind of fruit 
requires a different fertilizer formula¬ 
tion. but for this first dressing, applied 
to restore overall fertility, you may 'use 
any of the proprietory chemical fertili¬ 
zers formulated for vegetable or flower 
gardens — not a lawn fertilizer, as this 
would promote too much leafy growth 
at the expense of fruiting. 

The dosage Is three pounds per 100 
square feet, covering all the area of the 
orchard, not just the ground im¬ 
mediately around each tree. A good 
thick mulch over the roots would be 
beneficial, using farmyard manure for 
preference although straw, spoiled hay 
or even sawdust would serve. Don't 
expect Immediate results from this 
feeding program — the full effect will 
not be felt until 1968.

Victoria). Slips from a hazel busd'are 
extremely difficult to root and I don t 
think you would have any success-with 
this method of (propagation even with 
the'bsc of a hormone rooting jipwder. 

Layering in the autumn is a better 
method. Select a low-growing outaide 
stem, bend it down, give it a sharp 
twist and peg the twisted portion la the 
soil. After roots form, the layered shoot 
can be detached from the parent plant 
and planted up elsewhere. 

It Is often possible to find ngRed 
suckers springing up around the ba*e of 
a hazel bush. Dig down and detach 
these in the spring.

Cruiser Conference May Have Scored Success 


LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson of Britain and Ian Smith-of rebel, white* 
minority-ruled Rhodesia ended their seaborne 
summit conference eary today amid signs they had 
reached broad agreement on a settlement. 

Although no official word was released by 
either side, the atmosphere at No. 10 Downing 
Street, Wilson's official residence in London, was 
one of scarcely concealed elation. 


It was considered significant that Britain was 
in no hurry, to tell its side of the story to newsmen 
in both London and Gibraltar, following the two- 
day confrontation aboard a Royal Navy cruiser. 

The British had planned to lose no time In tell¬ 
ing their version if there had been a breakdown, 
sources said. 

Smith, who a year ago led Rhodesia to a 
declaration of independence branded illegal by 


Britain, left the cruiser Tiger soon after midnight 
and immediately took a plane — presumably for 
Salisbury, his capital. 

Wilson remained on board the vessel over¬ 
night and was scheduled to return to London later 
today. 

It appeared the two had agreed to make no 
announcements until Smith returned home and 
reported to his cabinet.

British Columbia has a long and tortuous coast¬ 
line it hie It stretches from the State of Washington to 
Alaska , o/i tchieh many industries are located. These 
include mining companies, logging interests and 
many others which require varied amounts of ex¬ 
plosives to carry on operations. 

Since there are no roads to most of these areas, 
and the only access is by water. Continental Explo¬ 
sives sol red the problem by water transposition. 


TWo heavily-built work boats slip their moorings at high tide and pull 
away from a private dock to work up the Larkier Reach to the main channel 
of the frascr River leaving the Port of Ladner astern. 

The Fort Ross, single screw and powered by a Caterpillar diesel Is 
140 feet and loads 225 ions, and the Pacific Laurel, twin screwed and driven 
by Gardner diesels, carries 100 tons. Both are owned and operated by 
Continental Explosives Ltd. 

Hiis company runs the only commercial dynamite ships on the British 
Columbia coast, and they travel between Ladner and Stewart on tlie border 
of Alaska. Ii is also the largest distributor of explosives in Canada for 
Canadian Industries Ltd. 

Skippers Art Young and Ian Stewart will put in at the CIL pliant on 
James Island, the only one in the province, and between them load 325 tons 
of high explosives. The ships will then head north and will not reach home 
port again for eight to 10 days. The ports of call wil! include towns, lumber 
camps, mines'and the many other industries which are dependent on ex¬ 
plosives. 

Nobody lives on James Island. The 75 employees of CIL are trans¬ 
ported lo their work] on the island by company launch from the Saanich 
wharf and return each night. Docking facilities will accommodate rail 
barges and small deepsea vessels. *->x k » 

The island was purchased in 1913 for dynamite manufacture and the*^ 
safety record is among the best in the chemical industry. 

If is off the east coast of Vancouver Island, about 15 miles from Vio- 
torta. It contains approximately 780 acres, and was named for Sir-James 
Douglas, Govorfor of Vancouver Island in 1854. 

All year round, in calm and stormy weather, the P.acific Laurel and 
Fort Ross ply the waterways of British Columbia's huge coastline. 

/ Wherever dynamite and detonators are needed, whether it be some 
lonely losing or huge mine on the coast, the boats and their hardy 

1 crews deliver ((heir strange cargo. 

■jhey are an integral unit ot the economy of British Columbia. 

• One of Continental Explosives' biggest customers is tlie Westfrdb Mines 
on the prat coast of the Queen Charlotte Islands. This open pit iron ore mine 
uses sik to seven thousand cases of dynamite each month, and it is all sup¬ 
plied by the Fort Ross and Pacific Laurel on their regular rounds. 

Continental Explosives maintains a "magazine” on -Westham Island, 
near Lndner. This comes under federal licence and can store 60,000 pounds 
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of dynamite and 150 tliousand detonators. Anothejif’magazine is located neap 
Port Moody, and others are scattered throughout tfle province at such plait-s 
as Prince George. Prince Rufiert, Campbell RivcjSr.Stewart and Cassidy. 

Such huge mines as Annaconda are suppled by the eompijny along 
with dozens of smaller operations, and a large section of the logging'industry. 

It is interesting to note that dynumite was Invented in 1866 by Allied 
Ntibel. It is formed or nitroglycerine, mixed with absorlient non-explosive 
base. A second type consists of the glycerine impregnated in a combustible 
base, such as sulphur or saltpetre. i 

G. R Velie. president of Continental Explosives, lives at (Ladner, as 
docs Ted Farmer, sales administrator, and Jim Grant, local branch man¬ 
ager. 

The ships, which are both radar equipped, Jire docked lielow Ladner 
at a private wharf. Loads are brought in for the Westfcam Island magazine, 
and several trucks look after local deliveries. Quite a large amount is trans¬ 
ported by barge out of Vancouver.

For not only was she the 
largest of her breed, but probably 
the most famous. When she went 
down — fighting — under German 
bombs and torpedoes, not a few 
Canadians mourned the loss of a 
gallant friend. 


Second to bear this boncevd name, Empress 
of Britain was 42.341 ton ci (usury, her nighty 
qiudiuplMcrr* grand hatlw drlihc her 733- 
foot hull at a breatataktog J4 knots. It was Mi 
combination at (peed and ttoe (hat made her aneh 
a welcome pr ia e to die hard-pressed admiralty 
when Hitler's hordes slashed Ms Poland What 
filefuj autumn morning at 193>. . . . 

La uaiched June 11. 1930. by HRH die Prime at 
Wales, beauaifu) Britain began her maiden v uy—c 
11 months laker Then tallowe d eight yea rs as ene 
of the most papular luxury liners at dm kiw 
Atlantic service. Finally, as the “dogs at asr" 
strained at their ta a ti i ea in Europe in summer at 
1909. she hasted Their Majesties. King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth, on their retitra from 
Canada. Although not her last peacetime voyage, 
it was her last under happy ctacumstaneca. 

Far mast of those crow d ti t g aboard her 
po>i-hed dacha at British ports In die fclk>wii« 
toner months were not carefree tatvkat, but 
anxious Canadians and Americans laaijtag home 
before the European volcano erupted.

there still were many struggling below. Some 
would eventually make it to safety. Many others 
would not. 

Be da use most seamen were fighting the fires, 
many of the lifeboats were launched with 
insufficient crews. Despite this and counties* 
other obstacles, the evacuation advanced steadily. 
T As Britain’s decks buckled due to the intense 
fires raging beioar,' hundred* scrambled down 
rope ladders, to sway uncertainly a few feet 
above the sea until a boat could get them. As die 
ship was stiB -under way, due to the momentum 
of her final burst of speed, thus was a ticklish 
operation. 

One of those over tim ing the boats was *v* 
sixth officer, Upon seeing jwople trapj»ed in 
staterooms on A deck, the quick-thinking officer 
lashed ropes to the rail, drooping them over the 
side so those below could clamber out t!>o ports to 
safety Meanwhile, the captain and two of lus 
officers hod survived a perilous escape from the 
bridge, having had to descend ladders which were 
almost burned through. Once in a lifeboat, the 
veteran mariner directed toe retrieving of tliose 
adrift on raft*, doors and hatch covers. The ship 
surgeon was Inter cited by survivors for b*s 
“valiant work" in moving from one bout ro 
another attending the wounded. 

One lifeboat braved the flames to return to 
the raging Empress and take off a number of 
women and children who had been overlooked 
Finally. aD boots were filled to capacity and 
rowed from Britain's aide, leaving her a floating 
furnace Hours later, destroyers and armed 
trawlers had reached the scene Be 4 o'clock that 
afternoon, the last survivor had been rescued 
from dfv f igtd sea. 

Remarkably, all this time a brave baud at 
volunteers had remained aboard and spent those 
hnurs scouring the ship — the areas they raufeJ 
enter — for anyone stifl trapped All eyes aboard 
the other ships fallowed the black dots that were 
mea scampering about Empress of Britain's 
remaining foredeck. A destroyer then dispatched 
two lifeboats in tow of a motor launch to pink — 
the remaining seamen. An hour later, “all were 
aboard the resale ships gratefully enjoying hte 
drinks and warm quarters." 

As survivors were rushed to Gouroek. other 
destroyer* formed a protective screen around 
Britain's blazing hulk. They would try towing her 
to cirydock — many long miles away. When two 
bigs arrived, their courageous men v.mtured 
aboard the flame-stricken liner to secure the 
towline* — “part of the day's work.” say* the 
record With a destroyer watching each flank, the 
tugs began the long voyage. 

But It was not to be: For the U-S2, two days 
out of Lori eat, soon crashed the party Creeping 
up behind the limping flotilla early in the 
afternoon of Oct 28. Lt.-Cmdr. Jeniseh managed 
to avoid detection as be slipped his ufitersoeboote 
between an ‘escort and the Empress.

t Grandfather Helmcken recorded In hi* 
journals and 1 remember him telling me in his 
late years, that Bachelor HaJ! Mood where the 
Bank of British Columbia stands. When tolling the 
tale to me he obviously meant the existing 
Canadian Bank at Commerce Building at the 
corner of Fort and Government streets. We have 
recorded the location of the Bastion by a 
memorial plate affixed to the building at the 
corner of Bastion and Government Streets. 

Local historians accept Fort Street as tie 
entry to the Fort with a gate to the waterfront 
being directly opposite. 

AH this because we will be try ing to relate 
the positions of tie buildings in the Fort to those 
of 1908. 

Bachelor HaB was a large building, two 
stories high, constructed of logs and apparently 
the logs were not very well chinked. The winter 
winds whistled through the openings between the 
logs to the discomfort at the occupants. Although 
the building was known as Bachelor Hal it’* 
general use made toe name rather unsuitable.

Earlier tee mentioned that we were now within the area of the old 
Fort Victoria. 

Through the media of some photographs by Maynard, some early 
paintings by Miss Crease, the journals of Grandfather Helmcken and of 
J. R. Anderson some plans of the Fort have been prepared but their 
accuracy is dependent upon the memory of historians who recorded the 
facts quite late in their lives. There can be no quarrel with the photo¬ 
graphs but they do not relate to any specific starting point. We do know 
that from Anderson's memoirs that the Fort was to be known as Fort 
Victoria , and that “the square of the fort was to be not less than 150 
square yards, the buildings to be substantial and erected as far apart as 
the grounds may admit with a view to guarding against fire.**

The appearance of the Bank building ha* been 
little altered in exterior, even sanee 1908, for 
which we are grateful to the directors. They have 
modernized the interior and installed an efficient 
elevator but basically it Is similar. The former 
Haywards premises have been absorbed into the 
modernized building to give much needed floor 
•pace. 

In 1908 the Bank was managed by Mr. 
Gllespie who had also managed the old Bank at 
British Columbia. The Gillespie family Is quite 
large, made up of fin* men and one young lady. 
They occupied a beautiful piece of land which 
might be described as fronting on Moss Street 
and Rockland Avenue. Gillespie Place, off 
Rockland, leads to the gracious brick, two-storey 
home, now occupied by Gordon and Dorothy 
Warner. Of the Gillespie menfolk two sons 
Dugatd and Errol Gillespie still live In Victoria. 

Upstairs in the Bank building were numerous 
offices and studios. Miss L. M. Mills was the art 
knstruclor for the public schools as well as 
conducting private classes in her studio in this 
building. I’m sure there are quite a number at 
people who will still remember her I wonder how 
she ever managed to keep climbing those 
horrendous stairs in that building! She must be VS 
been made of pretty stern stuff.

Fashions In cooktes have changed over die 
yean ... Grandma used to make' fat, raisin- 
studded cookies, gingersnaps, seed, lemon and 
rolled out plain sugar cookies. Cocoanut was- a 
sometime thing, glace fruits unknown as were 
maraschino cherries and the lovely nuts we have 
now. During the last 10 or 15 years, slices have 
become very popular, now their variety is 
endless. 

Before giving you the recipes far some new 
•licet I would like to repeat a recipe for a 
delicate little oookie called Castor* Drops. This 
was published in Thought For Food several weeks 
•go, but unfortunately gremlins, somewhere along 
the Bne, were responsible for the omission of the 
Dour in the recipe. Here is the correct recipe: 


CCSTABD DROPS ... Vi cap flour, V, 
cap batter, 3 Tbsp. sugar, 1 tap. baking 
powder, 1 beaten egg. • Tbsp. costard powder 
and a dash at salt.

Lost Gold Mine 
. O/ Leech River

A Victoria prospector who is convinced there is a mother lode of gold yet to be 
found up the Leech River northwest of Victoria thinks he is on the trail of a lost gold mine. 


He is 63year-old Louis Dionne, of 2417 Mow at 
Street, a former carpenter who now works for the 
provincial department ol public works and spends his 
weekends tramping through underbrush around 
Leechtown , the site of a brief gold rush a century ago. 

But Mr. Dionne and his partner, George Myers 
of 1670 Sheridan Avenue, have a head start on most 
of this area's hardy weekend prospectors who make 
occasional visits into the vrooded hills to dip their gold 
pans into the chilly waters of the Leech River — be¬ 
cause they have a number of clues, including a treas¬ 
ure map, to work from. 


Instead of striking out blinder ki 
search of the plosive yetinar metal. 
Mr Dionne is methodically retracing 
the steps of another prospector, the 
late Ed Mullard, a friend who died n 
few years ago. 

Mr. Milliard. It wBl be reoMlod, 
was the man who sparked • Odivrit- 
•ponsored search in 19S1 lot a 
mysteriously ca r ve d hide In the 
ground around the 2.710-foot level on 
Surrey Mountain. 

The Colonist expedition, carried 
out a/ter Mr. Milliard's death, toikd 
to locate the legendary spot between 
Leechtown and Jordan Meadows 
where the pronpector was reported 
to have found a series at steps and 
underground chambers carved 
downward into a rocky ctiff. 

It was speculated at the’ time 
thit the hole in the ground might 
have been a storehouse buftt by 
early Spanish explores who were

carrying on m flourishing trade wife 
B.C.’s coastal Indians. 

Mr. Dionne has a theory of Ms 
own about the underground cham¬ 
ber : He thinks this was the final 
Mdfeg place for the said mad other 
treasures carried nway from De 
Owrey Island off Nanaimo by the 
notorious Brother 12, who fled with 
Ms wealth in MSS when ant action 
was finally taken against M m by his 
disgruntled followers. 

The old prospector says he saw a 
gold bar nearly three inches long 
a ad aotnc crystal which the late Mr. 
Mullard recovered from the mys¬ 
terious qnderground labyrinth out in 
the wilds near the Leech River. 

But that is another story. It Is 
not the lost gold mine being sought 
by Mr. Dionne and Mr. Myers. 
These men are tookang for old 
workings whose assay reports indi¬ 
cated a gold content high enough to 
justify renewed operations. 

They are world mg from the clues 
left by Mr, Mullard, whose trunk full 


of old mining papers and copies of 
assay reports n>ar«' than 30 years 
•Id was recently acquired by Mr. 
Etonne 

When he opened the trunk. In the 
basement rf bis home In Oak Bay, 
Mr Dianne bad no idea what be 
would find He spent hours aarting 
to rough yellowing newspaper clip¬ 
pings of treasure stories from the 
Colonist's Islander magazine, 
HWnrrous old Many reports and a 
tattered map showing a number of 
claims near Leechtown. 

Eventually, he found a link 
between one of toe assay reports 
and toe map, end found be might he 
•n the trail at some ore which has 
more than eight ounces at goM a ton 
and nearly tao ounces of silver a 
ton. 

Workisg from. these two dues, 
Mr. Dionne has already located Ihe 
general area of Ihe find and figure* 
be is within 500 to 3.000 feet of 
pkgxM niing the source of tbe rich 
are. 

The map showed Mr. Diocne 
where to begin his search but toe 
breakthrough came whoa he found a 
copy of an assay report made by 
pro v incial assayer P. W Thomas in 
Vanopuver, on Aug. 2; 19129. 

The assay. report indicated that 
within 500 feet of a 40-fooWeep 
■haft, where poor showing of gold 
and silver were obtained, there Is a 
cut Into the side of a toll. whore one 
cample assayed out at 8.02 ounces at 
gold per ton and 1.7 ounces of silver 
per too. 

With map in hand. Mr Dionne 
went to Leechtown and found toe 40- 
toot shaft — an experience which 
almost cost him Ms life. 

"I went in there with another 
chap and we started kicking front a 
spot that was right on toe boimdary, 
aooording to the map," he recalled 


during an interview. "But the first 
two weekends we couldn't find a 
thing. 

"We worked the lower area and 
'then started on the upp«-r part, in 
another direction — It was in tog. 
thick stuff, salal right up to your 
arms," Mr. Dionne sakl 

"We came out onto a II Mir 
outcropping, sort of a knoll, and 
there was a tree oo my left-hand 
side. I was leaning against the tree 
and then I looked down. 

•There was toe 40-fool shaft right 
at ray feet — tf I'd have made one 
step forward I would have fallen 
down toe shaft. I'm teHiag j 
was scared. I think I could have last 
my life and nobody would have nvr 
found me " 

The prospector said he and has 
partner later went down into the 
■haft and broke off same samples at 
rock at toe bottom. They found a 
broken drill in too bottom buf left it 
there. 

Tbe pair then towered a wire 
ladder inlo tbe hole, to provide a 
way out for any hunter who might 
happen to faH into the pit, reasoning 
that he might be able to . Mk , e 
himself If he was not too seriously 
injured in Ihe fall. 

During the interview. Mr. Dionne 
produced a magnifying glass and a 
piece at* granite-like rock which he 
kept in a drawer in his kitchen 
cabinet. "Hold it close to your eye 
and look through this glass.” he 
said. "You can see these little flecks 
of gold stuck right in the granite." 

He said he intends to go back Inter 
to begin a circular search around 
file shaft for the drift that is 
supposed to n*i bask into the ric* 
ore body.

OF PIONEER B. C. RANCHERS

It k a story about a British 
Cohmbia so different from what we 
on the coast think as British 
Columbia, bur it is a story about ayt 
area that is almost as familiar as 
home to scores and scores of big 
game hunters from the coast who 
each year visit the Gang Ranch- 
Empire Valley area. 

Harry Marriott hit the Cariboo 
country on May, 28. 1912 when he 
stepped out of the Canadian Pacific 
train at Ashcroft, which at that time 
was the gateway and main starting 
off point for the great north country 
reaching out as far as Fort George. 

His first job was as a cowboy with 
the Gang Ranch and from there his 
story winds through the development 
at the Cariboo ranching industry, 
through two World War*, forming of 
do-operatives and establishment of 
himself ae coowner, and eventually 
owner of one of the big Cariboo 
ranches. 

It is a story of trials and 
tribulations, ups and downs, pioneer¬ 
ing and satisfaction. A story full of 
his own home-spun philosophy. 

“Somehow or someway, this big 
old Cariboo acta like a powerful 
magnet ever drawing the heart, 
mind and memories of those who 
have had the experience of living in 
these big wide-open spaces," he 
says 

“Cowboys and Indians would, and 
could, do 'most anything with cattle, 
drive them, rope them, brand and 
castrate them, and many other jobs 
necessary to cow business, but to 
ask fwm to milk cows. “No Sir." It 
waa taboo to them," he recalls. 

Cowboy Marriott didn’t take to 
homesteaders. “. . . at It seemed to 
me that barbed wire fences, 
ploughed ground, homesteaders and 
their wives and kids, milk, cows, 
chickens and a school, aU were 
forerunners of trouble and limita¬ 
tions for the cattlemen, as indeed it 
has been whenever settlement and a 
certain amount of civilization In- 
I traded the open range areas," he 
said. 

He Hked the Cariboo from the 
■tart “It was a land of white-faced 
oows. and kind-faced people, and the 
old familiar cry of “Howdy, neigh¬ 
bor, light off your horse and come 
in:" which was almost always the 
rule* in that sparsely settled oountry.

You-don’t have to be Welsh to 
enjoy nr understand Roy Turner’§ 
book Small Corner, but R helps. 

It is the story of a small boy 
whose family moved from a tidy 
fanning village back to the coal 
mining village of Bryntryst in South 
Wales. 

It is a true to life story of hard 
times in South Wales and features a 
tragic slide similar, but on a smaller 
scale than the recent Aberfam 
disaster, pitiful scene* during a 
diptherla epidemic which took his 
childhood sweetheart from him, and 
unrest (n the ooul pits — aH too 
familiar to anyone woo has lived in 
Wales. 

But, It also features the good, or 
tidy as he calk them, times, such as 
the once-a-year Sunday school trip, 
about which only a Welsh person 
would know and appreciate.

It’s Their Pigeon

But then there are those who sit tautly at their 
windows, refusing nourishment , gnawing their finger¬ 
nails and staring with unbearable concentration out 
into s/nice. And if this doesn’t impress you as a fascin¬ 
ating pastime. you are not among the initiated. Because 
these people are watching for their racing pigeons to 
come home , and they will tell you that no other game, 
activity or hobby can match theirs for excitement! 


I Their numbers are (trowing, too, 
•o there must be something in their 
claims. 

Some 10 years ago a group of 
Victoria fanciers got together and 
formed fhp Capital City Racing 
Pigeon Club. Among these were 
Charlie Woolley, who is today their 
oldest member, his son Bernard, 
Douglas Blackstock and John 
Amaud, all of whom owned racing 
Stock They sturted off with 50 birds. 
Today the club has more than 30 
•‘flying" members, each of whom 
has several dozen pigeons, and there 
•re in addition a number of non¬ 
flying members who nevertheless 
•re interested in "following the 
birds." 

In the earlier days of the 
organization. the birds were taken to 
tile starting point of each race by 
(rain, in baskets. 

Communication was maintained 
between the racing secretary and 
the various station agents, who were 
Instructed to let the birds fly at set 
times. Today the club has a 
specially constructed truck with 32 
Aompsrtmente fitted with water 
troughs and designed to carry a 
titousand birds. The driver, a 
gentleman named Harry Monaghan, 
who thought lit first, that he was just 
taking an ordinary truck-driving job, 
mow finds himself deeply Interested 
In his cargoes, transports them on 
long -hauls, to Kamloops, Jasper, 
Cdson and Edmonton, telephones 
back to the race secretary reporting 
weather conditions, and then re¬ 
ceives his instructions as to the time 
■le birds shall be released. 

When they're all away he phones 
• report.- "They circled for 20 
minutes." he says. Or perhaps, 
pessimistically: "Well. I dunno. Last 
I saw of them they were all headed 
111 the wrong direction!" 

The racing committee and the 
•wners all have synchronized clocks. 
Each racer carries on a leg. in 
Addition to its light aluminum 
Identification band, a special rubber 
band for that particular race, and 
fhe bjpd isn’t officially home until he 
has entered his own krft and the 
rubber band has been removed and 
•locked As in any race, seconds can 
make the difference. 

This is why you sit at the window 
and puffer. Turn your head to 
answer the telephone or accept a 
•up of coffee — and swoosh! Pidge 
baa dived into his loft and you 
haven't even seen him l 
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Richard Roe, of 1961 Carrick 
Road, this year's president, and 
Charles Lennon, past president and 
publicity man, who lives at 1261 
Star.cii Lane, sat In the latter’* 
living room the other evening and 
explained these things to me. Once 
Lennon's bird arrived home after a 
fast flight some two hours before it 
was expected. The nervous owner 
■at and watched an empty sky while 
all the time his raoer was home 
free. Roe, too, on that particular 
occasion, received a frantic call at 
. his place of business: "Came home 
’ quick! Two of your birds are back 
and sitting in a tree! They won’t go 
Into the loft!” 

Said both men: "That was one 
race neither of us wool” 

Like ah thoroughbreds, the birds 
are bred from proven stock, and 
some of the lengthy pedigrees go 
back between 30 and 4D years. In 
addition to the famous homing 
Instinct, which, it seems, no one has 
yet satisfactorily explained, speed 
» and endurance are vital. Nesting 
conditions play their part, which 
means that food or young can be 
incentives to a fast return. 

“Every bird." said Roe, “hurries 
for a different reason. They’re 
trained not only to Gy home, but to 
nwc.” 

Which means an average speed 
of 40 miles an hour, often up to 60. 
The training itself starts when the 
pigeons are about eight weeks old. 
By thk time they are thoroughly 
familiar with the location of their 
own loft, so they are taken out on 
what is known as a "short toss," 
perhaps as far as Sidney, and re¬ 
leased. 

"Never to be seen again?” I sug¬ 
gested. 

"That can happen too," admitted 
Roe, "but not often.” 

There are dangers, of course, 
Which cart do % small feathered 
raoer down. Hunters, hawks, high 
wires, and sometimes television 
aerials. Bad weather is a threat, and 
no race is ever started In fog, heavy 
rain, or strong winds. Mileage 
reckoned k based on airline dis¬ 
tances. 

The yearly schedule of races, 
some 25 in number, is established 
each January, and the season lasts 
from the first week In May to Labor 
Day. They are flown for trophies, 
short races for the young birds, 
those hatched during fhe current 
year, and two and three-day races 
for the older birds. Racers who 
aren’t home within the specified 
time are disqualified. 

As a general rule nothing coo-

fuses those hardy fliers, but once In 
a while a pigeon does wind up in the 
wrong loft. On one occasion when 
this happened hers in Wjtcirla, the 
loft owner, as a jaka, attaclfed a 
note to the stranger’s leg and sent It 
on its way. IUeventually landed in 
it* own bailiwick. 71 m not* read: 
"Fed, watered, and released at suoli- 
and-euch town, California.’' It k said 
that for a long time the delighted 
owner was convinced that he reafly 
had a “1,000-mile bird.’’ 

There are innumerable true 
stories about the use of carrier and 
racing pigeons, stories which span 
the centuries. In a most intriguing 
scrapbook kept by the late James 
BeD, an ardent fancier who died last 
year, there are many more reoent 
tadeo pertaining to these birds, aO 
culled from the press of various 
cities. 

Several of them relate Incidents 
during both wars. In 1918 a French 
bird named Cher Ami is credited 
with being the Saviour of the Lost 
Battalion. On his last flight, from 
the front lines to the artillery in the 
rear, Cher Ami lost a leg, luckily 
not the one to which Ms message 
was attached. Because the message 
read: "For God’s sake lift your 
fire!” 

During the Second World War a 
pigeon known as Winkle saved the 
entire crew of an RAF plane, 
dawned 125 mile* from land on a 
return flight from occupied Norway, 
by a fast trip, when released from 
the aircraft, to Its home base. A 
bronze plaque, with a bas-relief of 
Winkie, was subsequently presented 
to Coastal Command by the squad¬ 
ron to commemorate the occasion. 

From planes, ships and sub¬ 
marines the pigeons carried mes¬ 
sages at times when radio silence 
was Imperative, and in the last six 
months of the desperate year of 
1940, beleaguered London reported a 
total of 307 vital communications 
safely delivered, and only 13 lost, 
due, k was sajd, to falcons. 

Civilians as wen have found the 
pigeon a useful friend. There was 
the London business man who 
became incensed at having to wait 


for his dinner every night because 
his wife claimed she never knew 
when to expect him home. Pre¬ 
sumably this was In pre-telephono 
days. Anyway, he soljed the prob¬ 
lem by taking a bird ^th him to hk 
office every morning and releasing 
it later with a message quoting the 
exact hour at which he would expect 
hk evening meal. 

- Then there was the garage owner 
of Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, who, 
aftdr one experience, always took a 
carrier pigeon along with him on his 
travels. He ran out of gasoline and 
money during a trip, sent back his 
messenger, and within a short time 
his mechanic showed up with cash 
and fuel. 

The coming Dee. 10 and 13, the 
local club will hold it* annual show 
at E8quimaK Jubilee Hall.

The pigeons are valued at 
anything from S5 to 13,000, said 
diaries Lennon. One known a a Is 
involved eight birds at a price of 
J3.500 They some from England, 
Ireland. Sootland, Holland and the 
United States, aH countries in which 
racing k a favorite hobby. 

How do owners feel toward their 
birds? That’s a moot question. Some 
make pets of their pigeons, and find 
that this encourages a speedy return 
to the loft. Others try to maintain an 
unsentimental attitude, which is 
reasonable enough, because after 
ail, 30 or 40 birds, even U you know 
every feather on every one, is not 
quite the same as owning one or two 
pet cat* or dogs. Nevertheless, I 
was told, you can’t often buy a bird 
from Its owner. Instead, every once 
in a while a pair of birds will be 
presented to a new member purely 
as a gift. 

It may be this feeling which 
originated the saying. "This Sbrt of 
tiling is definitely their, pigeon i”
